The survey was conducted 
by Mr. Paul Gregg, Assistant E n to ­ 
mologist of A. & M. Extension Serv­ 
ice and Charles Griffin. 
Cotton fields were selected in the 
the Trilby, Hodges, Noodle, Anson, 
Loc eta, Sunnyside, New Hope, 
and 
Lueders com munities for the survey. 
In each field IOO 
cotton 
stalks 
were examined for fleahoppers and 
only an av erage of from 6 
to 
12 
fleas were found 
per 
10-0 
stalks. 
W hen 20 fleahoppers are found per 
IOO stalks, 
dusting 
should 
begin. 
Fleahoppers are light green in color 
and are aibout the size of a straight 
pin head when young, and they feed 
in the term inal bud where squares 
are beginning to form. 
A 
similar 
survey will be made every two weeks 
and fa rm e rs will be notified if d u st­ 
ing should be started. 12 to 15 lbs 
of sulphur per acre is recommended 
for Jones County.

If, as seems likely, this nation es­ 
capes wholesale bombing and invas­ 
ion, we will have the only effective 
production plant on earth when the 
last shot is fired. Destitutue nations 
will look to us to help them to their 
feet. It is a challenging prospect— 
and a gigantic opportunity.

This is the most beautiful and pic­ 
turesque country I have ever 
seen. 
It’s pretty cool here, but I guess I 
will soon get used to it. The days 
are certainly long—sunrise at about 
4 A. M. and sunset at 
about 
11 
P. M. 
Oh yes, I saw Cowboy Evans on 
the boat and talked to him for quite 
j a while, but I 
haven’t 
seen 
him 
i since. He’s an enlisted man. 
We have a nice set-up here. Two 
of us stay in one room; they 
are 
very nice too. We have twin beds, 
dressers, and two big easy chairs, 
rugs, linens and bed 
spreads. 
We 
have hot and cold water, but 
our 
showers are in another building. WTe 
have orderlies to clean the rooms, 
make up the beds, shine our shoes, 
and build the fires. (We have coal 
stoves). You see it’s all very nice. 
We have breakfast at 7:30, dinner 
at 12, tea at 4, and supper at 7:30. 
So far the meals have been good. 
We have a real nice officer’s lounge 
with plenty of magazines, card tab­ 
les, a victrola, and a bar. 
They say that we can get letters 
sir mail from home 
in about 
ten 
days. We will always be 
paid 
on 
time, too. 
There are certainly no indications 
by the appearance of this 
country 
that there is a war going on. 
Of 
course we haven’t been to any of 
the cities that have been raided yet. 
I’ll close for now, but I will write 
again in a few days. 
Please don’t worry too much about 
me. If you could be here and 
see 
how things are, I know you wouldn t.
